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Father’s battle to stay 
in UK with his family 


A FAMILY is fighting a deporta¬ 
tion battle which could see a fa¬ 
ther forced to return to the US, 
leaving behind his wife of 25 
years and his son. 

Brian Crane is fighting a deci¬ 
sion by the Home Office to deport 
him to Pennsylvania after his UK 
visa ran out. 

The 53-year-old received the 
devastating news at the weekend 
that his application for a leave 
to remain’ visa had been denied. 
He now lives in fear that he could 
be picked up by immigration of¬ 
ficials at any minute from the 
Newmarket home the family has 
shared for almost 15 years. 

Meanwhile, his wife Lorna, a 
British national who grew up in 
Cambridge, is in hospital. Ongo¬ 
ing health issues mean she is like¬ 
ly to need dialysis and a kidney 
transplant in the future, he said. 

Mr Crane told the News : “This 
is my fault. I know that. But it is 
not the fault of my family and 
they are the ones who will suffer. 

“I’m fearful that in the end, this 
is just going to split the whole 
family up. They say I have no right 
to appeal but I’m not just going to 
lie down just because they say no 
and cause even more hurt for my 
family.” 

Mr Crane explained that al- 
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though his visa ran out in 2012, 
he didn’t realise until last year. 

He was then forced to resign 
from his civilian role at RAF 
Lakenheath where he had been 
working since his retirement 
from the US military in 2005. 

He said: “I have been in this 
country since February 2000. Last 
year, I found out that my visa had 
expired and I had accidentally 
become an overstayer. 

“I have twice tried since July 
to send in forms to get a visa 
and they have been refused both 
times. Now I am sitting here eve¬ 
ry minute of the day worrying 
they are going to pick me up. I’m 
scared from minute to minute.” 

The family described the de¬ 
cision as “unfathomable”, ask¬ 
ing why a 25-year marriage and 
long residency in the UK was not 
enough to secure his visa. 

Mr and Mrs Crane first met 
when Mr Crane was stationed 
at RAF Alconbury with the US 
Air Force in 1989. In 1991, they 
had their son, Matthew, who was 
born in the UK, and then the fam¬ 
ily spent some years living abroad 
wherever Mr Crane was posted. 

They returned to the UK in 
2000 and have lived here ever 


since. The family fears that, if 
Mr Crane is sent back to the US, 
money issues would “cripple the 
household”. 

Now, Matthew, 24, has started 
an online petition to raise the 
profile of the family’s plight. 

He said: “I hope, beyond any¬ 
thing that I’ve ever hoped for be¬ 
fore, that if this gets big enough, 
someone high enough up the 
chain will realise this is simply 
wrong and allow us to live togeth¬ 
er, in the country we currently re¬ 
side in, with the people we know 
and love without having our lives 
ripped from us.” 

Local MP Matthew Hancock 
has also taken up Mr Crane’s 
fight. 

He said: “I stand ready to do all 
I can to help Mr Crane. 

“I have already written to the 
Home Office with his case and I 
will be following it closely in the 
coming weeks.” 

A Home Office spokesman said 
they couldn’t comment on indi¬ 
vidual applications but added: 
“All visa applications are consid¬ 
ered on their individual merits 
and in line with the immigration 
rules.”

Meet the pig who 
thinks he’s a dog 


MOVE over ‘Babe’ - there’s a 
new pig in town... 

Meet Fella, a larger-than- 
life, young pig who thinks 
he’s more dog than hog. 

Fella, a crossbreed, was 
rescued from a meat farm in 
Essex by Emily Keates and 
her partner, Dustin Graziotti, 
last year when he was just 13 
weeks old. 

He was going to be turned 
into sausages - not the 
words you want to hear if 
you’re vegan like the Soham 
couple are. 

Without pausing for 
thought, the couple had the 
tiny piglet wrapped in blan¬ 
kets (no jokes allowed) in the 
foot-well of their car, and the 
rest, as they say, is history. 

Fella lives the life of Riley 
inside the couple’s home, 
in Centre Road. In fact, pop 
round there in the evening 
and you’re likely to find him 
curled up next to Emily on 
the sofa or lazing in front of 
the fire with their three ter¬ 
riers. 

Emily and Dustin, who 
works for the USAF at Laken- 
heath and is currently in Ko- 
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rea, have even taught Fella to 
‘sit’ and ‘wait’, just like their 
dogs. And in the mornings 
it is a familiar sight to see 
the handsome hog and his 
doggy chums being walked 
around the streets of Soham 
- or Wicken Fen Nature Re¬ 
serve at the weekends. 

Emily, 25, who works from 
home, said: “It’s fair to say 
we’re animal mad and we’re 
head over heels in love with 
Fella. He’s so affectionate. 

“It’s his first birthday next 
Tuesday so I’m going to give 
him a big bowl of veg, put a 
candle in it and Skype Dus¬ 
tin so that we can both sing 
happy birthday to him.” 

Emily, who is passionate 
about promoting veganism, 
said: “I’ll never forget the day 
we rescued Fella from the 
meat farm. It’s quite haunt¬ 
ing to be honest. 

“All the pigs were squeal¬ 
ing. It was as if they were cry¬ 
ing out for help and we both 
knew we had to take Fella 
home with us that day. 


“The farmer said he would 
be turning him into sau¬ 
sages, the thought of which 
makes me feel sick and dis¬ 
gusted.” 

So what’s it like to share 
your home with a pig? 

“It’s just like having an¬ 
other dog, but in fact Fella is 
easier and cleaner than the 
dogs,” says Emily. 

“He sleeps with the terriers 
in our spare bedroom and is 
allowed to go everywhere in 
the house, apart from our 
bedroom. He’s fully toilet- 
trained so doesn’t make 
much mess at all. 

“He barks like a dog, loves 
his walks like a dog and curls 
up next to you on the sofa 
like a dog too. 

“A 45-minute walk is usu¬ 
ally at least an hour for me 
though as everyone always 
wants to stop to meet Fella 
- he’s really well known in 
Soham.

MP heads talks 
on base’s future 


LOCAL councillors and 
community leaders joined 
together for the first time 
last week to discuss the fu¬ 
ture of RAF Mildenhall. 

Last month it was an¬ 
nounced that the base was 
set to close, moving 3,200 
people out of the area. 

Local MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock set up the Mildenhall, 
Alconbury and Molesworth 
Working Group to discuss 
the future of the town after 
the base has closed. 

Leader of Forest Heath 
District Council, James Wa¬ 
ters, attended the meet¬ 
ing. He said: “While none 
of us wanted to see the RAF 
Mildenhall base close, there 
is a firm commitment to 
work together, to tackle any 
impact that the closure may 
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have on jobs and our lo¬ 
cal economy to ensure that 
Mildenhall emerges strong¬ 
er from this. 

“The MoD is considering 
the future use for the base 
and I will continue to push 
for a clear steer from them 
in the next three months.” 

Business minister Mat¬ 
thew Hancock chaired the 
meeting. He said: “I estab¬ 
lished this group to ensure 
we help those affected, make 
the right decisions on the 
future of these sites and ex¬ 
plore every potential oppor¬ 
tunity for the local economy. 

“The first meeting was 
very constructive and there 
was a shared sense of pur¬ 


pose and commitment to 
working together to explore 
all the options and secure 
Mildenhall, Alconbury and 
Molesworth’s future.” 

There has still been no de¬ 
cision on what will happen 
to the base and US forces are 
not set to move out for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Mr Hancock added: “It is 
vital the time before the de¬ 
parture of the US forces is 
used wisely, and this group 
will ensure that it is. 

“These bases have long 
been part of the fabric of the 
community, so this is im¬ 
portant work and the Gov¬ 
ernment will do everything 
possible to support the local 
economy and help it adjust.” 

Another meeting has been 
set for February 26.

Racial abuse man 
loses appeal bid 

A MILDENHALL man who was convicted of 
racially abusing a Chinese man has failed in 
a Court of Appeal bid to clear his name. 

Richard Freeman Dale, 54, of Chestnut 
Close, Mildenhall, directed a torrent of 
vile abuse at the man in Tesco, in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, in April 2013. He was 
convicted of a racially aggravated offence 
of causing harassment, alarm or distress at 
Ipswich Crown Court last February 

He was given a four-month suspended 
sentence, but appealed against his convic¬ 
tion after the suspended sentence was acti¬ 
vated for a breach last November. 

Dale, who claimed the incident was start¬ 
ed by his victim pushing him, complained 
a recording of the emergency call to police 
should not have gone before the jury. 

But at the Court of Appeal the criticism 
was rejected and the conviction upheld. 

The court heard three members of staff 
saw Dale behaving in a racially abusive and 
threatening manner towards the man, in¬ 
cluding challenging him to a fight. 
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New sewer 
to stop 
flooding 

A NEW sewer pipe is to be 
installed in Newmarket's 
High Street in the hope it 
will prevent local businesses 
from flooding. 

The 54-metre pipe is set 
to be laid at the top of the 
High Street, on the corner of 
the road and The Avenue. 

That area has previously 
seen flooding which affected 
local businesses. 

Nik Shelter, a 
spokesperson for Anglian 
Water, said: "We know 
flooding can be very bad 
for business - this £150,000 
project will hopefully 
provide peace of mind for 
local shop owners affected 
in the past. 

"This is a busy area 
and there will be some 
disruption as the work takes 
place, but we will ensure 
we keep pedestrians and 
drivers fully up to date with 
local signage. 

"We hope people will 
bear with us as we carry 
out this vital investment 
in Newmarket's sewer 
network." 

The work will begin on 
February 9 and will run 
for three weeks between 
7.30am and 5pm.

Petition in fight to bring iGrant bid 
back out-of-hours GPs ;for gardens 


MORE THAN 150 people 
have signed a petition 
demanding the return of 
an out-of-hours GP service 
in Newmarket. 

The petition was 
launched at a stall on 
Newmarket market last 
week, headed by Cllr 
Michael Jefferys and Cllr 
Joy Uney. 

Cllr Jefferys said: “We 
were told some terrible 
stories about people’s 
experiences of the out-of 
-hours service. 

“One person was told to 
go to Clacton and another 
to Ipswich if they needed 
to see a doctor. 

“But parents with a sick 
young child cannot easily 
travel to Bury St Edmunds 
in the middle of the night. 

“This deplorable state of 


affairs must be changed.” 

At a meeting of the 
community services 

committee at Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday 
evening, Cllr Warwick Hirst 
said: “There have been lots 
of horror stories. This is our 
chance to rectify problems, 
such as there being no base 
in Newmarket. 

“This is one of the biggest 
things that will happen and 
affect the town this year.” 

Cllr Jefferys said 
there had been “much 
dissatisfaction” about the 
current service. 

Cllr Jefferys and Cllr Uney 
will be out in Newmarket 
collecting more signatures 
on Tuesday, February JO. 

They will be in the library 
with the petition between 
J0.30am and J2pm. 


THE war memorial gardens 
could be transformed if an ap¬ 
plication for grant funding is 
successful. 

The War Memorials Trust has 
one-off funding of £3 million to 
support the repair and conser¬ 
vation of war memorials, with 
funding of up to £30,000 or 75 
per cent of costs available for 
local communities. 

The town council is now dis¬ 
cussing what could be done 
with the memorial at the top of 
the High Street if it was able to 
secure the grant.

Future of club to be decided 
following naming of buyer 
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PIANS are being put for¬ 
ward for an iconic Newmar¬ 
ket building following the 
naming of the new owners 
last week. 

The Murfet Group, based 
in Chippenham, paid out 
£2. J million for the De Niro’s 
building, on Newmarket’s 
High Street, estate agents 
Clarke Philips confirmed 
earlier this week. 

As the News reported in 
November, the club was 
sold to developers, just three 
days after it was put on the 
market. 

The 24,000 square foot 
club was billed as “formerly 
one of East Anglia’s largest 
nightclubs” on the agent’s 
website, which also boasted 
a “prime position” on New¬ 
market High Street. 

But for now, the future of 
the former club is unknown 
- with no one available at 
the developers to comment 
on what they plan to do with 
the building. 

Phil Parsons, director of 
Clarke Philips, told the News: 
“It is just about go into plan¬ 
ning, but any plans for what 
it will become are quite a few 
months away.” 

The pillar-fronted build¬ 
ing has had a long history in 
Newmarket and is very well 
known. 

Before starting its life as a 
nightclub, the iconic High 
Street building was once 
The Doric Cinema, opening 
its doors to the public on 
March 1, 1937. 

For almost 30 years the

cinema was popular with 
local residents, but closed 
in July, 1964, and was left 
empty until 1979, when it 
was renovated and opened 
as the Caberet Club. 

In 2000, the club was 
transformed again, becom¬ 
ing The Orange House and 
since then has taken a vari¬ 
ety of other names from Mil¬ 
lionaires to Pacinos. 


It is most well known as 
De Niro’s, before recently 
changing its name to The 
Gym Bar, complete with a 
brightly-coloured overhaul 
of its pillars which did not 
prove popular with the local 
community. 

The building then became 
Aura, which opened for a 
brief time, from November, 
2014.

Newmarket Town Council over its 
entirely appropriate objection to the 
location of the sex establishment, 
Heaven Awaits on Newmarket High 
Street, not for the first time, your 
correspondent Andrew Appleby has 
got his facts wrong.

Will we learn? 

THERE is a saying, 'Those who 
cannot learn from history are 
doomed to repeat it.' 

Mike Petty's Looking Back column 
in the Cambridge News reminded 
me of this saying on Monday when 
he wrote about farmland in the 
Fens lying 'derelict' in 1940 - just 
75 years ago (when our food-eating 
population was some 48 millions).

Safeguarding

He chats about his 
role to NATALIE 
ROBINSON 


HEADING up the company 
at horseracing’s helm and 
chairing the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, it is clear 
that racing is at the very core 
of William Gittus’ life. 

Mr Gittus works as man¬ 
aging director of Jockey 
Club Estates, which sees 
him overseeing 2,500 acres 
of training grounds in and 
around Newmarket. Jug¬ 
gling this with the Horse¬ 
men’s Group and sitting on 
sections of the Newmarket 
Vision, he is a busy man. 

The Horsemen’s Group 
was set up in 2010 at the 
request of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council and represent¬ 
ing the major racing players 
- including The Jockey Club 
Tattersalls, the Newmarket 
Trainers Federation, and the 
Newmarket Stud Farmers 
Association. 

Dealing with planning is¬ 
sues, meeting with organisa¬ 
tions, and dealing with con¬ 
stant queries, it’s not often 
quiet. But it’s all fuelled by 
passion - to keep Newmar¬ 
ket and its illustrous indus¬ 
try alive. 

Mr Gittus said: “In terms 
of the racing industry, New¬ 
market is where it all hap¬ 
pens. In most places in the 
country, training takes place 
behind closed doors. 

“Having it out in public in 
Newmarket like we do is the 
most phenomenal thing. 

“To be able to come here 
and, in his day, watch Fran- 



kel walk past you is the most 
phenomenal privilege - but 
it’s not something we make 
the most of.” 

His current project is the 
education of young people. 

“We want more education 
within local schools. Forty 
years ago everyone in New¬ 
market would have known 
how to act around a horse, 
whether they’re in a car or 
on foot or on a bike. 

“Now a lot of people don’t 
know. A lot of it I put down 
to our fault as an industry 
because we have not been 
good at getting out and en¬ 
gaging people. ” 

Mr Gittus is heavily in¬ 
volved in the much antici¬ 
pated Home of Horseracing 
National Heritage Centre, 
which open next year. The 
centre will, he hopes, edu¬ 
cate people more about rac¬ 
ing as an industry. 

He added: “The new mu¬ 
seum will be completely dif¬ 
ferent. It is about the educa¬ 
tion surrounding the science 
of the thoroughbred and the 
museum will really do that 
in an extraordinary way.” 

The group speaks on be-

half of the racing industry on 
planning applications which 
may affect it. 

“We recognise the need 
for housing and we want 
to see a thriving town and 
local economy,” Mr Gittus 
said. “But it is a tightrope we 
walk and the consequences 
of any significant develop¬ 
ment, such as Hatchfield 
Farm, with the unavoidable 
increases in traffic and ur¬ 
banisation, would compro¬ 
mise the future health and 
growth of the town’s main 
industry and greatest asset. 

“It all comes down to not 
sacrificing what has been 
built and nutured over 400 
years for short term gain. 

“I can’t say that if Hatch- 
field Farm is approved that 
Newmarket will have no 
horses in five years’ time. 

“But if there is the risk of 
that, for relatively little eco¬ 
nomic benefit to the town, 
why take that risk? 

“If you do get economic 
benefit from having 400 
houses but lost x per cent 
of your racehorse business, 
where is the gain?” 

But despite the occasional 
‘us and them’ disagreement 
with some of the communi¬ 
ty, Mr Gittus says he believes 
most people appreciate the 
unusual mix of horses and 
people in the town. 

“Most people I speak to 
take a huge amount of pleas¬ 
ure and pride being the first 
car in the line waiting for the 
horses to cross in front of 
them,” he said. 

“Yes sometimes it can be 
frustrating, but it’s the most 
fantastic sight. 

“You don’t get it anywhere 
else.”

Woman guilty 
of harassing 
her US tenants 


A WOMAN from Mildenhall 
has been convicted of har¬ 
assing the American tenants 
of a house she owned. 

Rosemary Hill, 74, bom¬ 
barded the Scott family with 
emails and phone calls con¬ 
taining increasingly “vitriol¬ 
ic and personal” comments, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

Hill, of Field Road, 
Mildenhall, declined to give 
evidence during her trial 
and called no witnesses. 

On Thursday a jury took 
just under three hours to 
unanimously find Hill guilty 
of harassment, instead of 
the original charge of racial¬ 
ly aggravated harassment. 

The prosecution said Hill 
may have been trying to 
hound the couple and their 
four children out of the 
property because she had 
other potential tenants will¬ 
ing to pay a higher rent. 

During the trial, the court 
heard evidence from Terri 
and Dwayne Scott, both 
US citizens, who said that 
within a matter of weeks of 
moving into a house in Long 
Road, Feltwell, the relation¬ 
ship with Hill began to dete¬ 
riorate when they asked for 
defects with the property to

be fixed. 

Mrs Scott said as corre¬ 
spondence between them 
progressed, Hill’s tone be¬ 
came increasingly terse, per¬ 
sonal and offensive. Hill had 
accused the family of failing 
to look after her property, 
she said. 

Sgt Dwayne Scott who 
works as an aircraft repairer 
at RAF Mildenhall told the 
jury that phone calls from 
Hill became almost daily, 
sometimes several times a 
day, and included calls she 
made to his immediate sen¬ 
ior officer at RAF Mildenhall. 

Hill’s tone became “cross 
and judgemental” and led 
to him being advised by his 
senior officer to find anoth¬ 
er house to live in, said Sgt 
Scott. 

The string of emails and 
phone calls led to him suf¬ 
fering from anxiety, stress 
and depression, said Sgt 
Scott. He said his wife also 
became stressed and wor¬ 
ried about going out. 

The jury were given de¬ 
tails of an email said to have 
been sent by Hill to the base 
commander at RAF Milden¬ 


hall saying she wanted to re¬ 
move the Scott family from 
her property and which she 
concluded with: “Americans 
cannot and will not come 
into my country, wreak hav¬ 
oc and leave with nothing 
happening.” 

Sgt Scott told the court: “I 
was disgusted at that point. 
I couldn’t be any more dis¬ 
gusted or downtrodden by 
this woman.” 

He said he had been sum¬ 
moned to the base in the 
middle of the night to dis¬ 
cuss the contents of the 
email, bringing with him 
rent receipts to address pay¬ 
ment issues raised by Hill. 

The comments about 
Americans had been very 
upsetting, said Sgt Scott. He 
said: “We are people too. It 
made me feel like a lesser 
person.” 

Philip Farr, prosecuting, 
said that hostility towards 
Americans appeared to be 
part of the motivation for 
Hill’s behaviour, despite her 
being of joint British-Amer- 
ican parentage and married 
to an American. 

Recorder David Pugh said 
Hill would be sentenced 
next month.

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Connect to 
help prevent 
loneliness 

A NEW campaign has been 
launched by health bodies in Suf¬ 
folk to encourage people to beat 
loneliness. 

The campaign, called Loneli¬ 
ness - Make the Connection, was 
launched at the end last month 
and starts a year long project fo¬ 
cusing on loneliness and how it 
affects people. 

The project is following in the 
footsteps of Age UK Suffolk’s 
Shine a Light on Loneliness cam¬ 
paign, which began at the start of 
the month for elderly people. 

Cllr Alan Murray, Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member 
for health and adult care, said: 
“Loneliness is something that 
people can struggle to admit to 
and find even harder to discuss. 

“It has no obvious signs or 
symptoms but can have a devas¬ 
tating impact on people’s mental 
and physical health, with long 
term implications for people who 
are not given the support they 
need.” 

The campaign will ask people 
to make pledges to urge people to 
do their bit and help people fight 
loneliness.

‘Heinous’ doctor 
struck off register 


■ FLORENCE SNEAD 

PAEDOPHILE doctor Myles Brad¬ 
bury was formally struck off the 
medical register last week follow¬ 
ing his “heinous” sexual abuse of 
young patients at Addenbrooke’s. 

The ruling came after a fitness 
to practise panel of the Medical 
Practitioners Tribunal Service 
(MPTS) met in Manchester. 

Lormer consultant haematolo- 
gist Bradbury, of Herringswell, 
provided no representation at the 
hearing. 

He was jailed for 22 years in De¬ 
cember after admitting sexually 
abusing 18 boys in his care. 

A panel report issued also stat¬ 
ed the panel had “not seen any 
evidence of remedial action on 
the part of Dr Bradbury or of any 
steps taken by him to reduce the 
risk of repetition”. 

“Dr Bradbury’s behaviour in-

volved a wholesale breach of the 
trust which his young patients 
and their parents would have 
placed in him. 

“The panel is in no doubt that 
Dr Bradbury’s actions had the po¬ 
tential to affect the young boys 
he abused and their families for 


many years to come.” 

An MPTS spokesman said the 
hearing was a legal procedure. 

Niall Dickson, chief executive 
of the General Medical Council, 
commented: “This is the ultimate 
betrayal of trust. 

“Myles Bradbury has been con¬ 
victed of appalling crimes against 
sick children and young people 
who trusted him to take care of 
them when they were at their 
most vulnerable.” 

He continued: “There is no 
place for criminals like this in the 
medical profession and we should 
be able to strike them off without 
the need for a panel hearing. 

“The law governing profession¬ 
al regulation is outdated. 

“We believe that the reforms 
outlined by the Law Commissions 
of the UK would enable us to deal 
with cases like this and others 
faster and more effectively.”

Unsolicited emails should always be 
checked, Trading Standards have said, 
or reported to the police if a resident is 
concerned about the contents. 

Anglia Revenues Partnership, which 
collects council tax on behalf of the 
authority, has issued its own warning. 

A spokesman for the council said: 

"If any of our residents are suspicious 
or unsure after receiving any form of 
correspondence they should telephone 
(01284) 757275." 

Both local authorities have also 
reminded people that they would 
never send emails requesting personal 
information, or an update in details. 

They would also never make 
requests for payment, as bills are sent 
out by post.

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From Russia with love 


PRUSSIA’S oldest orchestra, the St Petersburg Symphony Orchestra, 
comes to Cambridge Corn Exchange on Thursday, February 12, with a 
passionate and stirring concert, the latest in the Cambridge News-backed 
Cambridge Classical Concert Series. 

The history of the St Petersburg Symphony Orchestra began in 
1931 when an ensemble was organised at the Leningrad Radio. 
During the Second World War Siege of Leningrad, the orchestra 
of Leningrad Radio was the only symphony orchestra remaining in 
the blockaded city. Fortunately for Cambridge audiences, no such 
blockades will be in place when this most prestigious of ensembles 
comes to town, conducted by the highly acclaimed conductor 
Vladimir Altschuler. 

For readers who are able to get into Cambridge a little earlier 
in the evening, there is a pre-concert talk, starting at 6pm at the 
nearby Cambridge City Hotel. This entertaining and informative talk 
is given by local classical music expert James Day, and provides an 
excellent overview of the pieces of music you are about to hear, plus 
some fascinating insights into the composers and their lives. 

At 7.30pm on the Corn Exchange stage, the concert begins with

Shostakovich's Incidental Music from Hamlet. Shostakovich wrote 
music for 36 films, including Hamlet. The score is full of parody and 
highlights Hamlet's role as a 'holy fool', a figure which frequently 
appears in Russian music and literature and perhaps explains why 
Hamlet holds such an enduring appeal for Russian artists, writers and 
composers. 

Tchaikovsky is another Russian composer with an extraordinary 
and dramatic life story. He conducted his Symphony No. 6 in 
St Petersburg in 1893 and nine days later he was dead, either 
from suicide or cholera, the cause of death still unclear. His 
Violin Concerto with which the concert continues is rousing and 
passionate, a consummate work from a composer at the peak of 


his powers. Soloist Alexander Sitkovetsky brings out all the piece's 
nuances with brilliance and panache in a performance which has to 
be seen to be believed. This astonishingly gifted violinist was one of 
Yehudi Menuhin's protegees. 

Sibelius' deep affinity with Finland finds its fullest expression 
in the Karelia Suite, a haunting and sublime piece of music which 
Sibelius composed initially as incidental music for a pageant before 
reworking it into three movements. 

Karelia is a Finnish province which is particularly full of folklore 
and was a favourite spot for Finnish artists in the 19th century. The 
suite caused such a stir at its premiere that one audience member 
exclaimed: "The noise in the hall was like an ocean in a storm. I 
could not distinguish a single note." 

Corn Exchange audiences will have a much better experience as 
the combination of the venue's outstanding acoustics and more 
civilised audience behaviour means that each note will be perfectly 
audible. 

The concert concludes with Tchaikovsky's Romeo and Juliet, 
generally considered his first great masterpiece.

GARDENING 
TIPS 


I'M not wanting to put a damper on romance, but 
I really begrudge my husband paying a fortune 
for roses on Valentine's Day when the same 
money could have gone on a living rose that I can 
plant in my garden and enjoy for years to come. 

Indeed, roses may not be in bloom naturally in 
February, but they will provide 
you with plenty of colour and 
scent in the summer months 
if you give them a little TLC 
and plant them where they're 
happy. It's also now a perfect 
time to order bare-root roses 
to plant during the dormant 
season so they can get a head 
start for summer. 

There are so many types of 
roses but if you want to plant 
them among other specimens 
in beds and borders, then 
English Roses by David Austin are probably your 
best bet, they are repeat-flowering, reliable and 
often disease resistant (although always check 
on the label or ask someone if you're not sure). 
Many are good for cutting although personally 
I can't bear to cut my own roses. I would much 
rather they flourish in the garden, outside for all 
to see. 

Good red roses are difficult to breed. The

challenge is to get a good combination of both 
fragrance and health and dark red roses in 
particular are subject to burning in the sun. But 
if you have your heart set on one, look out for 
'Darcey Bussell', pictured, a compact, bushy 
variety which flowers all summer, producing 
clusters of rosette-shaped 
flowers of deep crimson and 
a fruity scent. It's ideal for 
a smaller garden, a narrow 
border or even a large pot. 

I always find red quite a hard 
colour to match, preferring 
the pinks and pastel shades of 
other English roses including 
the fragrant 'Gertrude Jekyll', 
which I grow up an obelisk in 
my mixed border with Clematis 
'Nelly Moser', a beautiful pink 
and white-striped hybrid. 
Together, they provide a stunning display in June 
and beyond. 

Roses are hungry feeders, so make sure you 
add plenty of organic matter such as well-rotted 
manure or compost to the soil before planting, 
digging a hole much bigger than the roots so that 
they can easily spread out and make sure the 
surrounding soil is cultivated, not compacted, or 
the roots won't spread. When planted, the base 



of the stems should be about 3in (7.5cm) below 
ground level. Newly-planted roses will also need 
to be kept well watered when they are trying to 
establish. Add rose fertiliser in March or April, 
at the start of the growing season, and again 
in June to repeat-flowering varieties and mulch 
them with compost in spring. 

All roses need four or five hours of sunshine 
a day during the growing season to thrive, 
although some can take more shade than 
others. Avoid areas where there are overhanging 
branches and dry places where there would be 
too much competition from the roots of other 
trees and shrubs. Climbing roses such as 'Tess of 
the D'Urbervilles Climbing' should do well on an 
open north-facing wall. 

Shorter companion plants can be used around 
them, allowing the roses to display their beauty 
to the full. Avoid using invasive perennials or 
shrubs which might overpower the roses. Instead, 
go for light, airy perennials such as lady's mantle 
(Alchemilla mollis), whose soft rounded leaves 


and lime-green flowers make a colourful base 
to your rose bushes and don't take away the 
glory of the rose flowers. Pale pink varieties like 
'Eglantine' can be easily partnered with deep 
purple perennial salvias or perennial geraniums 
such as 'Johnson's Blue'. Copper-coloured 
specimens such as 'Pat Austin' make a good 
match for soft blue nepeta underneath. 

The taller English Roses will add height and 
structure to the mixed border without the need 
for staking, while the more compact varieties 
are perfect for the front of the border. It is 
particularly important to plant roses in small 
groups in the border as this will create the most 
pleasing effect. 

If you need to fill in space, good annuals which 
will combine well with roses include love-in-a- 
mist such as Nigella 'Miss Jekyll' or the feathery 
Cosmos bipinnatus, with its large single flowers in 
white, pink and purple. 

And then, of course, we come to pruning - but 
that's a story for another day.

Godolphin jockeys

WILLIAM Buick and James Doyle 
are set to clock up some consider¬ 
able air miles in the coming weeks 
and months after John Ferguson 
confirmed Godolphiris two principal 
riders are likely to be in action dur¬ 
ing the prestigious Sydney Autumn 
Carnival.
